The most recent winner is 
Jacks Town, pictured on the right. He has won eight races to date. 
Previous to Jacks Town there was Ann’s Lee, winner of the Mary 
Dyer Stakes, New Hampshire Juvenile Handicaps, and placed in several 
stakes and handicaps. Then there was Liberty Road, 2nd in the Flash 
Stakes, and also Gallonia, Steve, and Ramsey. Sun Gamonia’s foals 
have won 36 races. Sun Gamonia is out of a sister to Stagecraft, 
dam of Stagehand. This colt by *Blenheim II will be sold at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales in 1950. 
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UPER DUPER is a young son of *Bahram. Like Big Game, Super 
Duper is out of a daughter of a speed sire. Super Duper is out of 
a High Time mare. Big Game is out of a Tetratema mare. *Bahram 
himself had the speed to win at two; in fact, he was the leading 
two-year-old of his year in England, undefeated in five starts. At 
three he won four more races. He never met defeat from 5% furlongs 
to 1% miles—was the first Triple Crown winner since *Rock Sand. 


In England *Bahram consistently placed among the leading sires. 
In his second year in the stud he was second on the English sire 
list; the following year, third, In America *Bahram was eighth on 
the list of leading sires in 1948. His only son now at stud in 
America, Super Duper, has two 2-year-olds, including Keep Right, a 
winner at Saratoga and a narrowly beaten favorite in the Sanford 
Stakes. Inasmuch as Super Duper was in training into March, his 
1949 book was limited to 15 approved mares. His second crop will 
arrive in 1950. From 11 mares reported, 10 are in foal (nine from 
one service, the tenth took two).

Night Racing: Why We Oppose It 


NCE in a while we run into a horseman who 

wonders when the operators of Thoroughbred 
race tracks will “wake up” and realize that night 
racing is the means of getting more money through 
the totalizator and hence more money in purses. 
A good many members of state legislatures are be- 
ginning to wonder why it is that the racing laws 
of so many states specifically limit running races 
to the daylight hours, when it is apparent (to 
them) that more revenue might be gained by oper- 
ating the mutuels at night, 


The September number of the Washington 
Horse, a monthly magazine published by the Wash- 
ington Horse Breeders Association, in its leading 
article presents some thoughts on the subject: 


“Racing at night ceases to be a sport, and becomes a racket.” 

That is what unthinking opponents of night racing tell you. 
It is also strictly the Mushky O’Houlihen. The vast majority of 
racing associations operate for whatever profit there may be in it. 
Sport is a nice term for it—but profit comes first-—which is the 
prime reason that track operators everywhere are studying the 
results and figures furnished by the tracks which have operated 
under both the day and night schedules. 

There is nothing startlingly new about this. consideration of 
the possibilities of night racing. And the angle which will event- 
ually decide—in every part of the country—will be economic, 
not sporting. Just as it was in baseball... . 

It is the bleacher fan, and the $2 bettor who make up the 
backbone of these two great American sports. And to arbitrarily 
insist that these fans should take days off to witness their 
favorite sports is foolish philosophy—and bad _ business 
sense .... 

It is smart business to adapt one’s affairs to conditions as 
they are. But only the rankest sucker will obdurately endeavor 
te force a conclusion to coincide with his desires. Bill Kyne 
realized that Portland baseball, dog-racing, nor his own horse 
racing could succeed by trying to draw patronage away from the 
jobs which were affording them the income with which to attend 
and to wager. So he put in the lights and put on his races at 
night, when people could at least have the chance to go if they 
so wished. 

People in Seattle have to work or attend to business affairs, 
too. The distance to Longacres from downtown Seattle necessitates 
most fans taking at least a half day off to see a week-day card. 
Look at the difference in a Sunday or holiday, in both attend- 
ance and mnutuel handle... . 


We recognize this economic pressure toward 
night racing. We understand the powerful argu- 
ments in its favor, and assume that in some areas 
it would result in a larger revenue. We are mind- 
ful of the fact that exploitation of the evening 
hours has brought prosperity for the operators of 
Standardbred and dog tracks. For running races 
the trend in that direction is developing, and pos- 
sibly will continue. But we still don’t like it. 

This attitude does not represent mere stub- 
bornness, though in the ears of those who hear no 
language except that of the nearest dollar it may 
represent mere stupidity. We shall not be able to 
hold back the tides of “progress,” of course, but 


we make out our case against night racing as best 
we can. 

(1) “Racing at night ceases to be a sport, 
and becomes a racket.” Our esteemed contempor- 
ary in Seattle first quotes, then ridicules, then en- 
dorses the statement. We presume that the term 
racket, as here used, was intended to connotate, 
not crookedness, but commercialization for its own 
sake. The Washington Horse finds nothing but 
good in this, We recognize the good of money, 
but decline to agree that all means of getting it 
are equally commendable. 

(2) The idea that night racing would mean 
a large increase in revenue in the ‘Thoroughbred 
field is a possibility, not a certainty. Its effect 
would differ with different communities. Certainly 
some new players would be gained, but quite as 
certainly some old ones would be alienated. The 
object lessons now before us are not enough to con- 
vince us that the exchange of a smaller attendance 
with undoubted money and leisure for a larger 
attendance would be a permanent advantage. 

(3) The assumption that the best thing for 
racing to do is to get all the money it can, regard- 
less of the source, is dangerous If the sport is to 
survive, its cost must be kept in proportion to the 
means of the community which supports it. We 
have reached ‘a stage where the American working 
man has far ‘more leisure than formerly, But we 
have not yet reached the stage where we can afford 
to invite him to yield up a larger and larger part 
of his income for the support of race tracks. One 
of the surest ways to set the stage for a socialistic 
government is to offer unlimited opportunities for 
commercialized gambling. ‘The sense of personal 
responsibility is the strongest factor in the Ameri- 
can way of life, as they call it. The race tracks 
of America, in general, recognize their own respon- 
sibility in this regard, and are most reluctant to 
earn their way at the expense of the wrong people 
—that is, the people who cannot afford to lose. 

(4) When times change from good to worse, 
financially speaking, the natural tendency of rac- 
ing promoters, like that of other business men, is 
to seek out the means of maintaining income; and 
the states, which need revenue, are even more 
enthusiastic than the operators. The result appears 
in many forms, more days of racing, more races 
per day, more forms of betting (the daily double 
may be followed by the quinella)—and_ perhaps 
night racing. These extra invasions of private in- 
come represent an added loss to the community, 
at a time when its best interests would be served 
by a more useful application of income. Racing, 
being expendable, should not get caught dealing 
from the bottom of the deck.

The recent action of The Jockey Club 
in resolving that the best interests of rac- 
ing would not be served by accepting 
the entry of horses which, after their 2- 
year-old season, had raced eight times in 
claiming races, over a period of two years, 
without getting as much as a third re- 
minds me of that old definition of aesthet- 
ics: a blind man hunting in a dark cellar 
for a black cat that isn’t there. That is, 
if I understand it, which is by no means 
certain. 

I never mind when I fail to understand 
envthine written in Italian or Sanskrit 
or Greek, but it bothers me a little when 
T read an English sentence, every word of 
it familiar. and don’t know what it means. 
Without any real hope, a few feeble at- 
tempts were made to discover the force 
of The Jockey Club’s action. Well, in the 
first place it was a resolution, not a rule. 
If this meant that The Jockey Club 
thought John B. Campbell hadn’t realized 
that horses that hadn’t been as good as 
third in claiming races for two years 
weren't good for the program. and just 
wanted to shake him up, I doubt if it was 
necessarv. Possibly it meant that The 
Jockey Club just wanted to go on record 
as being opposed to bad horses taking ap 
stalls which good horses might have had. 


Marshall Cassidy, executive secretary 
of The Jockey Club, was asked about the 
application of the resolution. and he said 
he thought it would be unfair to refuse 
the entry of horses already stabled at 
the New York tracks, but that no such 
horses ought to be allowed to ship in for 
races. I agree with Mr. Cassidy entirely 
on both points, but I could not see either 
of them, fairly stated, in the resolution 
itself. 

Anyway. rigid application of this rule 
would not eliminate enough horses from 
competition to amount to anything. Under 
it a horse which placed third last winter 
at Sunshine Park or at Wheeling Downs 
would keep his eligibility to race at Bel- 
mont. 

The judgment here is that the oversup- 
ply of horses is fundamentally a breeders’ 
problem. The breeders created it. and it’s 
largely up to breeders to solve it. Skim- 
ming off a few very bad horses, at four 
or older, isn’t going to help enough for 
the aid to be perceptible in the yearling 
markets. 


The details of the affair are a little 


My and Miss 


vague in my mind, but some years ago 
a group of breeders took the only genuine 
step I know of to cut down production 
and eliminate poor quality. They formed 
a fund. by private subscription largely, 
and with it they bought unpromising 
mares and the cheapest weanling and 
yearling fillies which appeared in the 
market. These were then resold, without 
pedigree, in the stock yards. The loss on 
each individual was taken up by the fund. 
and it wasn’t as great as you’d suppose, 
though of course at the time an ordinary 
horse had a sale value which he has lost 
since the horseless carriage appeared. 

At any rate. this not merely eliminated 
a few undesirable individuals—it also 
tok care of the progeny which many of 
these females otherwise would have pro- 
duced. It made a sensible and desirable 
reduction in the stud book at the time, and 
if any perceptible decrease in production 
is to be made now, except by squeezing 
the smaller breeders to the wall, some 
such project will have to do it. If the race 
tracks are to help. it will have to be with 
money, not with resolutions. 


PUPIL. Some remarks have been en- 
tered here before about New York’s sys- 
tem of rotating officials. Marshall Cas- 
sidy inaugurated the idea, and briefly it 
is to switch officials around, through each 
other’s jobs, until everybody who is hold- 
ing down one spot knows the difficulties 
and the technical problems of everyone 
else. You can see how this would promote 
more efficient management, though I doubt 
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if Utopia will be attained until every 
trainer on the grounds has served a while 
as racing secretary. 


But the system has got an unusual pu- 
pil recently in Lee O’Donnell, who has 
served for four years in New England as 
a steward—and still holds that position 
there—and has been closely identified 
with the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association. This constitutes the 
first admission by a steward, as far as I 
know, that there was anything about rac- 
ing for him to learn. Also it indicates a 
highly commendable attitude on the part 
of Mr. O’Donnell, and a most convicting 
endorsement of the system. 


TEAM. in the normal language of Thor- 
oughbred pedigree discussion My Request 
and Miss Request are not half-brother and 
-sister, but since they’re both by Request- 
ed you've got to admit some relationship. 
There have been two interesting items of 
co-ordination in their careers, too. They 
were foaled at Charles Nuckols’ Hurst- 
land Farm. in Woodford County, exactly 
a week apart. My Request made his ap- 
pearance on April 2. 1945, and the filly on 
the following Monday, April 9. On the 
date that My Request won what is thus 
far his richest victory. in the Dwyer 
Stakes of 1948, Miss Request won her 
first stakes, the Delaware Oaks. 


Their performances at the Aqueduct 
meeting accorded even more accurately 
with their birth dates. My Request won 
the Edgemere on the second Saturday of 
the meeting, Miss Request took the Bel- 
dame exactly a week later. In each case, 
it was the most important victory of the 
year for the winner, and they were the 
same age, to the day, when they hit the 
winner’s enclosure. Since, in these two 
engagements, they beat, respectively, the 
best handicap horses racing in the East, 
and the best fillies and mares, you’d have 
to put the stable in top position except 
for one thing. Calumet hasn’t got its 
handicap stars into action. But the Whit- 
aker stable licked Bewitch, whatever My 
Request can do with Coaltown. 


HOPE. The renaissance which began at 
Saratoga seems to have extended through 
Aqueduct. Saratoga was lagging behind 
1948 figures considerably, and thrdugh 
the last week suddenly picked up and 
not only outdrew the last week of last 
year’s meeting, but outdrew Washington 
Park. which was certainly surprising. 

Aqueduct showed a drop, but it wasn’t 
according to pattern. The attendance was 
down 714 per cent, which was less than 
expected, and betting was down 814 per 
cent. This means that the per-capita 


betting stayed almost level with that of 
1948, which is unheard of. Presumably 
this indicates that a horse-player can be 
pushed only so far.

What About Local Anesthetics? 


The rigid rules now in force against the administration to 
race horses of substances which have stimulating or depressing 
effects are designed jor the protection of the public, and so, in 
the long run, for the safeguarding of racing. 


A number of drugs have been barred at race tracks, and 
certain mechanical equipment, such as hypodermic needles, 
also is forbidden. As a genera! rule, the administration of sub- 
stances (other than food) which affect the racing condition oj 
a horse is forbidden within 48 hours of a race in which a 
horse is to be a starter. 


This has advantages and disadvantages, but the authorities 
have been inclined to strict views, in the belief that slight 
breaches might conceivably lead to the creation of wide loop- 
holes which would be detrimental to racing. 


Various points of view toward these restrictions have been 
expressed by various interests. Constructive critics have sug- 
gested adjustments in the rules to permit the treatment of ail- 


ing or unsound horses so they could perform creditably, but 
without help from stimulants. 

However, the racing commissions in charge of the sport, 
and their principal advisers, the race track chemists, continue 
to be wary of any lessening of safeguards. Their thesis is 
that all things considered, it is better for racing to have strong 
rules, which may work hardship in some cases, than to relax 
and perhaps permit a concession to be diverted toward unde- 
sirable ends. 

The article presented here summarizes the views of the 
Association of Official Racing Chemists, the national organiza- 
tion made up of the men who are the racing commissions’ chie} 
reliance in the detection of stimulation and in matters of re- 
search with drugs. Dr. Y. T. Oester, of Chicago, is president 
of the AORC. The executive board is made up of Dr. Oester; 
George Jaggard, of Dalare Associates, Philadelphia; Dr. Joseph 
T. Walker, of the Massachusetts State Police Laboratories; 
Dr. G. H. W. Lucas, of the University of Toronto; and Charles 
E. Morgan, New York State Racing Commission laboratory.

The Racing Chemists Say NO! 


The Association of Official Racing 
Chemists has been asked to comment on 
the advisability of permitting the use of 
local anesthetics on horses prior to races 
in which they are entered. The executive 
board of the association has unanimously 
approved the following statement: 

It is the aim of all breeders to produce 
horses which are sound in every way and 
capable of exerting their best effort on the 
race tracks. 

It is the function of the trainers to so 
condition the horses that they will be able 
to exhibit their maximum speed in every 
racing contest. 

It is the obligation of the jockeys to 


ensure that their mounts achieve the best 
speed of which they are capable. 

It is the right of the public to demand 
that races be conducted honestly and 
fairly and that no artificial means be em- 
ployed so as to give some horses an un- 
fair advantage over their competitors. 

It is the duty of racing officials to make 
and enforce just and proper regulations 
for the conduct of races and for the pro- 
tection of the public, the horsemen, and 
the animals. 

The administration of drugs to racing 
animals for the purpose of affecting their 
racing ability is an evil and indefensible 
practice. It is, therefore, forbidden wher- 


ever the sport is conducted. The issue is 
clearcut in the case of drugs whose action 
is known to be stimulant or depressant, 
in the popular understanding of these 
terms, and the rightness of the ban on 
such drugs is incontestable. 

Other drugs may be employed, however, 
whose effects, in the light of present 
knowledge, may not fall in either cate- 
gory. Of such are certain of the drugs 
commonly employed in medicine as local 
anesthetics. Procaine (Novocaine) may be 
mentioned as an example of such drugs. 
For the purpose of this discussion it will 
be assumed that procaine exerts no other

Next Thing to an Earthquake: 


Del Mar Wants 


Los ANGELES 
By a slight reshuffle of the Del Mar 


racing dates, members of the California 
Horse Racing Board could make of them- 
selves heroes with virtually every horse- 
man in the State. This reporter is not at 
all sure that the Messrs. Loyd Wright, 
Dwight Murphy. and Nion Tucker wish 
to appear as heroes to anyone, but in the 
event that they do all that is necessary 
is to rearrange the Del Mar dates so that 
everyone can have fun on the Turf and 
still have time to enjoy the surf. 


The way it was this summer, at the 
season just closed, horsemen worked six 
days a week for seven weeks, and they 
didn’t have much time to enjoy the beach, 
the fishing, or the many other outdoor ac- 
tivities that make Del Mar and all of sur- 
rounding San Diego county such a de- 
lightful spot to relax. Horsemen and track 
oficials agree that everyone would be 
happier if the Del Mar racing dates were 
trimmed to take in the month of August 
and end on Labor Day. It is perhaps the 
first time in the history of any track that 
officials were in favor of fewer race days, 
but there it is. Next summer, if the pres- 
ent schedule is followed, the season will 
extend until September 16, by which time 
all the tourists will have already departed 
for home to get the kiddies ready for 
school. 


No matter what calendar the racing 
board goes by in affixing dates, the nor- 
mal end of the Del Mar season is Labor 
Day. Anything that happens after that is 
an anticlimax. In order to compensate for 
the lost dates, the commission could grant 
Del Mar the privilege of running nine 
races each day. Such a policy would be 
popular in Southern California, where the 
public has become accustomed to _five- 
day racing weeks at Santa Anita and 
Hollywood Park. Moreover, it would give 
the vacationists time to return to Los 
Angeles each week, if they desired, and 
tend to any business that might be nec- 
essary without missing any of the racing 
programs. It is quite a trip from Los 
Angeles to Del Mar. 110 miles to be 
exact, and the folks who make it daily 
would probably feel happier about it if 
they were given nine races a day for five 
days, rather than eight races a day for six 
days. 

The other two complaints heard most 
often during the Del Mar season might 
just as well be mentioned now. Normally

the seaside track is one of the finest in 
California, but this season it was much 
too deep along the rail. A lot of horses 
that looked like they should win made 
the mistake of going to the rail in the 
stretch, and wound up losing photo de- 
cisions. Trainers kept telling their jockeys 
about it. but apparently few of them were 
listening. During the last two weeks of the 
season, this reporter kept a scoreboard. 
and 11 horses that should have won were 
beaten by the deep going along the rail 
and nothing else. 


AND ANOTHER THING—. The other 
complaint about Del Mar is one the stock- 
holders were happy about. indeed. The 
crowds were the largest in the history of 
the track. and it seemed jammed con- 
stantly. The Turf Club. once a warm and 
friendly place, always had twice as many 
persons as it was meant to accommodate. 
Fortunately. it will be enlarged before 
next summer. The grandstand seemed a 
pretty solid mass of elbows at all times. 
and even the trainers had to fight their 
way from their box seats down to the pad- 
dock to saddle their horses. Del Mar used 
to be a nice, comfortable little track where 
one went to relax and enjoy racing. It 
is still as charming as ever and the rac- 
ing was better than ever before. but it 
has grown too big to be—Del Mar. 


There was never a season to compare 
with this one. Total attendance for the 41 
davs was 404,543. for a daily average of 
9.866. It was the first time in the 10-year 
history of the track that the attendance 
ever topped the 400.000 figure. Aggregate 
pari-mutuel handle was $24.577.243. for 
a daily average of $599.444. Compared to 
last year’s figures, attendance was up 9 
per cent. and the wagering showed an 
increase of more than 4 per cent. 


UPSHOT. Two outstanding Thorough- 
breds and two excellent riding prospects 
to go along with them were developed 
during the seaside season. Clearly the 
champion sprinter of the meeting was 
Brave Fox, a plain-looking 4-year-old geld- 
ing by Fighting Fox—Symphorosa. owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Tom Adams. of North 
Hollywood. He started twice. and won 
both races in track record time. In his 
first swing around the sharp turns of the 
seaside track, the quick Brave Fox low- 
ered the six furlong record to 1:0944. 
Then he came back to win the Labor Day 
Handicap under 124 pounds in 1:09%%. 


Brave Fox is not now, and never has been, 
completely sound. Before his racing career 
ever began. he was offered for sale by 
the W-L Ranch of H. M. Warner at one 
of the dispersals conducted by the Blood- 
stock Ageney. Mr. and Mrs. Adams got 
him for some ridiculous sum like $640. 


To Abe Hirschberg’s Bolero went the 
distinction of running the most impres- 
sive race of the meeting. The handsome 
chestnut son of Eight Thirty—Stepwisely 
carried 124 pounds to victory in the Del 
Mar Derby. and won it the hard way. 
The Derby drew a record field of 14, and 
it was Bolero’s misfortune to be on the 
extreme outside. He won the race right 
from the start. however. by going the first 
six furlongs in 1:0934 and the mile in 
1:3525. That squelched all opposition. 
and when he tired badly in the final six- 
teenth there wasn’t anything around to 
give him an argument. He finished out 
the 17; miles in 1:42. with Jack West- 
rope holding him together like the master- 
ful rider he can be on occasions. 


Just at a time when it seemed like the 
apprentice ranks were pretty well done up 
in California, two young riders came on 
to show flashes of genuine brilliance. 
Billy Shoemaker, a phlegmatic 17-year-old 
apprentice from Dallas, Texas. was the 
leading rider of the season with 52 vic- 
tories. Only three behind him was a cocky. 
confident 17-year-old lad from the border 
town of San Ysidro, named Glen Lass- 
well. They finished the Del Mar season 
far out in front of their more experienced 
rivals. 

Temperamentally. they are as different 
as night and day. Shoemaker seldom ever 
savs a word, and listens attentively to 
every bit of advice offered by trainers in 
the paddock. He follows their instructions 
as though he had a map in his hand. 
Lasswell tips his cap to a jaunty angle, 
swaggers around a little and when anyone 
remarks that he is riding well, his stock 
answer is: “I sure am.” 


Lasswell has more natural ability. He 
comes from a family of race-riders, and 
got the knack of winning races quicker 
than most youngsters learn to ride a bike 
or drive a hot-rod. He has all the physical 
equipment necessary to become a_ top 
jockey at any race track. Shoemaker has 
had to work harder for his success. He 
started out doing odd jobs around Tom 
Simmons’ Suzy Q. Ranch in Puente, then 
caught on as an exercise boy for the 
stable of C. S. Howard. Last spring Train- 
er George Reeves signed him to a con- 
tract. and he has improved right along 
since scoring his maiden victory at Golden 


Gate Fields. 


Shoemaker is going to be a good, steady 
rider for many years to come. How far 


Lasswell goes depends pretty much upon 
himself.

Honor guest at the Thoroughbred Club 
of America’s annual dinner this fall will 
be Thomas Piatt, of Lexington, one of 
the best known and most highly re- 
spected figures in the Thoroughbred breed- 
ing industry. 

The testimonial dinner, 18th in a series 
that began in 1932, will be held this 
year at the Joyland Park Casino on 
Thursday night, October 13. The addi- 
tional capacity of the Joyland location 
will make it possible for ladies to be 
present, whereas in most other years the 
guest list has been restricted to men. 
Cocktails will be served beginning at 6:30 
o'clock, and the dinner will be at 7. De- 
tails are being arranged by Olin Gentry, 
general chairman, and Gus Owens, club 
secretary. Congressman Tom R. Under- 
wood will be toastmaster. 

In 1932, Col. E. R. Bradley was the 
first honor guest. Since then the following 
have received scrolls and pins: Joseph E. 
Widener, Desha Breckinridge, William 
Woodward. Tohnson N. Camden. Samuel 
D. Riddle. Mrs. Payne Whitney. Carleton 
F. Burke. Warren Wright. Hal Price 
Headley. George D. Widener. Matt J. 
Winn. Arthur RB. Hancock. Louie A. Beard.

This year’s honor guest, Thomas Piatt, 
has been in the business of breeding and 
racing horses for more than 40 years. He 
was born November 4, 1877. He attended 
public schools, and after a_ business 
course he worked on the farm of his 
grandfather, Augustus Payne. When he 
was 21 years old his grandfather gave 
him the 210-acre Brookdale Farm, which 
became the aucleus of the 1,235-acre es- 
tablishment which Mr. Piatt owns today. 

His first experience with Thoroughbred 
horses came shortly after the turn of the 
century, when he boarded horses for Col. 
William Barnes, of Melbourne Stud, and 
Col. Milton Young. owner of the noted 
McGrathiana Stud. The first yearling crop 
in which he had an interest was sold in 
Colonel Young’s name at Sheepshead Bay 
in 1905. In that crop were horses which 
developed into the stakes winners The 
Abbott, Gallant Dan. and Clara Huron. 

The first horses Mr. Piatt owned him- 
self were bought in 1908 during the dark 
davs of New York’s ban on racing. Short- 
ly afterward, he entered a partnership 
with Colonel Young and J. D. Carr. a 
brother-in-law. an association which lasted 
through the lifetime of the other men. 
The best horse produced during this in- 
terval was the Kentucky Derby winner 
Donau. 

When Mr. Piatt went into business 
alone, he adopted the policy of selling the 
choicest yearlings and racine the remain- 
der under his own colors. Occasionally, 
he has reserved a first-class filly prospect

for racing, with the idea of eventually 
retiring her to stud. Proceeding along 
conservative lines. he has been particular- 
ly interested in the preservation of Amer- 
ican bloodlines, especially the line of Ben 
Brush. 

It was this latter idea that led to the 
purchase of Winds Chant, whose paternal 
great-grandsire is Ben Brush, through

effect on the horse but that of a local 
anesthetic, although some very recent re- 


search indicates that it may have a 
systemic effect, possibly stimulant, as 
well. 


As a local anesthetic. procaine and 
similar drugs are employed on horses in 
packs. salves. and liniments. and by in- 
jection, to alleviate the pain of injured 
or diseased parts. Obviously, there can be 
no quarrel with such use if the horses 
are not permitted to race while under 
treatment, but it seems clear that a horse 
with an injured or diseased leg is not 
sound and cannot run a normal race. 

It may be true that in such a case 
that the use of a local anesthetic will per- 
mit the animal to appear to run normally. 
But can it be claimed that the mere alle- 
viation of pain will enable the affected 
muscles, tendons, bones, and nerves to 
function normally and the animal to exert 
its maximum effort? We believe not. 

Conditions necessitating the use of a 
local anesthetic will, of course, be of all 
degrees of severity. If the condition is 
slight, it is possible that it might not be 
ing a race, but it is reasonable to assume 


detectable by nre-race examination or dur- 
that even such a slight condition would 
in some degree affect the horse’s per- 
formance. In such a case a dishonest and 
unscrupulous trainer could employ a local 
anesthetic in one race and not in others, 
thus running his horses. as the saying 
goes. “hot and cold.” This would be for 


DEVALUATION IN ACTION 


Immediately after the British pound

the purpose, of course. of securing the 
most favorable odds at the time when 
employment of the drug might enable the 
horse to largely overcome its handicap. 
Needless to say. most races are won or lost 
by a matter of a fraction of a second, so 
a slight advantage may be all that is 
needed. 

In the last analysis, the interests of the 
race-going public. which makes _present- 
day. large-scale racing possible. must be 
paramount to all other considerations. If a 
doubt exists. it must be resolved with 
this in mind. In their efforts to protect 
these interests. the hands of regulatory 
officials must not be tied. Rules must pro- 
hibit the administration of drugs prior to 
a race if there is any possibility that per- 
formance would thereby be affected. In 
this respect hair-splitting distinctions can 
have no part. Certainly, in the case of the 
local anesthetics there can be little ques- 
tion that their use does affect performance, 
and must, accordingly, be forbidden. 

It has been said that if horses with bad 
legs were forbidden to race, there would 
be no racing. This is exaggeration, of 
course, but to whatever extent it may be 
true, the solution of the basic problem 
lies in breeding and conditioning, not in 
the use of palliative drugs.

“Rhodes Scholar 
ToNewEngland 


Mr. and Mrs. Bayard Tuckerman, Jr.. 
have purchased *Rhodes Scholar, sire of 
Black Tarquin. and will stand him next 
vear at their Little Sunswick Farm, South 
Westport, Mass.. about thirty miles from 
Providence, R. I. He will stand at private 
contract, Mr. Tuckerman reports, with a 
modest fee involved. 


*Rhedes Scholar will be the best known 
horse ever to stand in New England. Bred 
by Lord Astor and foaled in 1933, by 
the noted sire Pharos out of the outstand- 
ing English stakes winner and producer 
Book Law. by Buchan out of Popingaol. 
by Dark Ronald, he started eight times 
and scored three important victories, in 
the St. James’s Palace Stakes (beating 
*Mabmoud five lengths), Eclipse Stakes 
(England’s top 114-mile race), and Rib- 
blesdale Stakes fone mile. with 138 
pounds up). He entered the stud in 1938, 
came to the United States in 1940 as the 
property of a syndicate composed of 
Belair Stud, Wheatley Stable, and A. B. 
Hancock, and stood at Mr. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud. Paris, Ky. 


His first American offspring began 
racing in 1944, and to date they have 
earned more than $800,000. Black Tar- 
quin, one of the handsomest and most 
brilliant racers in England recent 
vears. is the best of his American get. 
His other stakes winners include Shackle- 
ton (winner of the 1949 Dwyer Stakes), 
Post Graduate. Alworth. and Scholarship. 


A *Nordlicht Foal Registered 


Dr. Lewis H. Kraskin, of Washington. 
informs THe Broop-Horsr that a_ filly. 
named Norkit, by *Nordlicht out of Reno 
Kit, has been registered with The Joct.ey 
Club, to race on the flat. by Lt. Col. Ford 
E. Young. Jr. Dr. Kraskin reports this 
as the first registration certificate (for 
flat racing) issued for one of the off- 
spring of the noted German horse. 

THE Broop-Horset has not yet noted 
the record of this registration in the 
Racing Calendar, official publication of 
The Jockey Club. However. in recent 
issues of the Racing Calendar the section 
given over to the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association has recorded the 
registration, for racing purposes only, of 
Norkit, It. ch. f., foaled 1948, by *Nordlicht 
out of Reno Kit. by London Pride. 

Presumably numerous applications to 
register for flat racing the offspring of 
stock imported by the Army from Ger- 


many will have been made by now, under 
a revised rule adopted recently. But the 
official record will have to wait upon pub- 
lication in the Racing Calendar. A report 
of the revised rule was in THE Btoop- 
Horse of July 23, page 321. 


In August. 1948. Mr. Young. who lives 
in Maryland but practices law in Wash- 
ington. filed suit in United States Court 
in New York asking for a mandatory in- 
junction against The Jockey Club. He 
sought court aid in obtaining the registra- 
tion of Norkit and a colt by Aventin (an- 
other German stallion) out of Golden 
Tone, by *Golden Guinea. Disposition of 
the case has not been learned by THE 
Brioop-Horse. Mr. Young alleged in his 
suit that the refusal of The Jockey Club 
to register the foals was “an abuse of 
the monopolistic powers” of the Turf 
organization. 


Swing and Sway Returning 


The Greentree-owned stallion Swing 
and Sway. which has been standing at 
The Caves farm of Janon Fisher, Jr. in 
Maryland for the last five seasons, will 
be returned to Kentucky for the 1950 
season, the Greentree Farm office at Lex- 
ington has announced. Swing and Sway 
is an 1l-year-old son of Equipoise and 
the stakes winner Nedana, by *Negofol 
out of Adana, dam of Ariel and other 
good horses. Details as to where he will 
stand and his fee are to be announced 
soon. 


*Coastal Traffic’s Fee 


The stallion *Coastal Traffic. which ar- 
rived recently at Elsmeade Farm, Lexing- 
ton, will make the 1950 season at $750 for 
a live foal, fee due when mare foals or is 
sold or leaves Kentucky, it has been an- 
nounced by C. F. White. manager. He will 
be bred to 30 mares. Several seasons al- 
ready have been booked by local breeders. 
L. L. Lawrence. his owner. also is breed- 
ing to him. 


King Ranch in Kentucky 


The stallions Free France and Contest 
will make the 1950 season at the King 
Ranch Farm at Lexington, Manager How- 
ard Rouse has announced. Terms have 
not yet been decided. Cientifico will stand 
at the parent ranch in Texas. Plans have 
not been made for Contradiction. which 
stood in Kentucky this year. 


The 5-year-old mare Ocean Brief, which 
won the Correction. Colonial. and Camden 
Handicaps this year, will be sent to Texas 
for breeding to Cientifico. Scattered, win- 
ner of the Pimlico and Coaching Club 
American Oaks last year. will be sent to 
Texas to be bred to one of the stallions 
at the ranch. 


Flash Burn and Energetic, from the 
racing stable, were fired recently and will 
be at the Kentucky farm until later in 
the fall, when they will join the King 
Ranch stable in winter quarters at Co- 
lumbia, S. C. Both were fired on the front 
ankles. 


FLORIDA BILL KILLED 


The Florida State Senate has killed. by 
a vote of 19 to 18. a bill to split the 
Florida winter racing season so as to give 
Gulfstream Park the 20 days immediately 
preceding and the 20 days following the 
Hialeah Park meeting. The three tracks— 
Hialeah. Gulfstream. and Tropical Parks 
—will run their usual 40-day meetings 
without splits.

Winds 
Chant produced Alsab, Mr. Piatt’s great- 
est single contribution to the race track. 

But Alsab is not Mr. Piatt’s only accom- 
plishment—he has produced a host of 
horses known for their durability and 
ruggedness. 

As long ago as 1926 he was seventh 
among the leading breeders, from the 
standpoint of races won by horses bred 
by him. In the past 10 years he has al- 
ways been ameng the first 10 on this 
list. And from the standpoint of money 
won, he has been among the first 20 for 
the past 10 years. 

Among the stallions which have stood 
at Brookdale Farm in the past 40 vears 
were Rock View. Delhi, Dick Welles. 
Marathon. Dick Finnell. John P. Grier. 
Bunting, and Upset. Also. many distin- 
guished broodmares have been at the 
farm, either as boarders or as the prop- 
ertv of Mr. Piatt.

Twelve years ago Carl G. Rose, former 
chairman of the Florida State Racing 
Commission, decided to breed Thorough- 
breds on his limestone lands in Marion 
County. Fla. At the time he purchased 
his first broodmare. there was only one 
Thoroughbred breeding farm listed for the 
entire State. 

Like other breeders who have started 
operations in the past 10 years in the 
Palmetto State, Mr. Rose began modestly 
with one broodmare. She was Jacinth, by 
*Jacopo—Calycanthus. by Brown Bud. A 
good producer. Jacinth is the dam of seven 
winners from seven foals to reach racing 
age.
